When asked what the trouble 
in Louisiana was, he said, ‘‘We have 
nine posts with a membership of over 
1,000, yet we are not recognized by 
the commander of our department. 
We get no representation in the con- 
vention and are ordered to report to 
the Commander-in-Chief. The De- 
partment Commander thinks we want 
soeial recognition. I claim the order 
is not a social one, but a historic aad 
frateriial one.
